WASHINGTON >- House Speak­ 
er Sam Rayburn’s funeral was 
carried on a national television 
network, giving rise to news ac­ 
counts saying that in death he had 
loM his battle with television. 
The stones were based <m Ray­ 
burn’s successful efforts to pro­ 
hibit the televising of proceed- 
mgs in the House of Representa­ 
tives or its committees, a position 
táM Sam took in the early (iays 
of the medium and one iron 
w4ii(rfi he never receded. 
But the fact is that Rayburn 
never had anything against tele­ 
vision. His sole concern was for 
proper legislative procedures. In 
explaining his position, Rayburn 
never publicly stated his basic 
reason for banning the TV cam eras 
from his side of Capitol Hill. 
The re¿d reason was that he 


wanted to protect House member^ 
generally from the publicity-seek­ 
ing antics of a few who, he was 
coivinced, would make all kinds 
of grandstand plays for the TV 
cameras. He also wanted to pro­ 
tect House members from them­ 
selves because many, he knew, 
neither appeared lik. nor talked 
like the public image of a law­ 
maker. He was particularly con­ 
cerned alxHit the impact of 
a 
Southern, New England or West­ 
ern accent on other regions of 
the country. 
Rayburn definitely was not op­ 
posed to television as an old fogy 
who had not kept up with the 
times. In 'act, he was so modem 
that he realized early in the game 
that TV had its pitfalls, some­ 
thing the Senate did not learn 
until some time later.

As was 
said by the Court of Appeals of 
New York, ‘this end can neither 
be accomplished nor'prom(/ted by 
laws which conflict with the gen­ 
eral sentiment of the community 
upon whom they are designed to 
operate.’ . . . 
“ Legislation 
is 
powerless 
to 
eradicate racial instincts or to 
al)olish distinctions based upon 
physical differences, and the at­ 
tempt to do so only result in ac­ 
centuating the difficulties of the 
present situation.” 
The foregoing quotations come 
from the famous decision of 189 6 
known as “ Plessy v. Ferguson.” 
but they are repeated this year 
by Judge Ben Cameron of the 
U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 
filing a dissenting opinion in con­ 
nection wtih a case of racial dis­ 
turbance on a bus line in Birming­ 
ham, Alabama. It was this same 
viewpoint 
which 
the 
Supreme 
Court of the United States in 1954 
overturned, not on the basis of 
constitutional law or legal pre­ 
cedents. but by citing "modern 
authority” — namely, 
several 
treatises on psychology and social 
science. Small wonder there are 
"extrem ists” who today form or­ 
ganizations to demonstrate against 
this form of "modernism” in the 
Federal judiciary.

Doing busi­ 
ness with the Russianr isn’t like 
(toing business with anyime else, 
either. 


"Since ’Ballad of a Soldier’ had 
such success and is still doing 
well and ‘Summer to Remember’ 
is so successfufl, it has made it 
possible for us to distribute films 
over there, too.

Freedom Of Speech 
It is difficult to understand the barriers erected by 
school and* college management on the subject of free­ 
dom of speech 
Generally there is no objection to 
Karl Marx but God is forbidder! 
The theory is that 
whereas it is .sound to separate Church from State, it 
is not sound to separate the United Slates from its 
enemies. 
I see an item that Dean Fritz M ortem Marx of 
Hunter College rn New York forbids “The National 
Review" from boldo* meetings in this municipally- 
owned girls college. The reasons given by Dean Marx 
a-e most astonishing. One of them was that the views 
of Bill Buckley, the editor of "The National Review," 
reflected “the point of vie* of sour organization as a 
political group presenting a distinct point of view of 
KS own.” 


This is an astonishing attempt to say something 
In English. Naturally, an eduealed man. an editor 
and author, would have a distinct point of view or 
he would he a dope. It is true that many editors, 
writers and even professors are dopes, but that is 
no reason why Dean Marx should expect BHI Buck­ 
ley to be one. Bill Buckley has long had a point 
of view which he has included in some books and 
in many articles and lectures. 
Ills point of view 
may be described as constructively conservative 
Influenced by his religious beliefs. He is definitely 
anti-Marxist as is the publication which he edits. 


If Dean Marx has at all read current publications. 
he 
must 
have 
witnessed 
the

National Review” and he must know that it has a 
distinct 
point 
of 
view 
which 
differs 
from 
“The 
Worker," “The Nation” aid “The New Republic.” 
each of which has a point of view of its own, which

group* of their own. but somehow 
the same kind of tactics are giv­ 
en an heroic flavor in the phrase 
“freedom riders.” 
Mississippi now reports a riot 
incited by “freedom riders” at a 
restaurant. Plans are being made 
for exertion of pressure this week 
on the owners of restaurants — 
wholly disconnected 
from 
rail­ 
roads or buses and operated as 
private 
businesses — along 
a 
Maryland highway. “Sit-in" dem­ 
onstrations that have aroused re­ 
sentment or produced riots and 
even bloodshed are not being con­ 
demned by either President Ken­ 
nedy or Attorney General Kennedy 
as the acts of “extremists.” 
Vice 
President 
Johnson 
has 
pointed out in one of his recent 
speeches 
that 
the Communists 
hope to triumph by striving to 
“ array brother against brother, 
class against class, race against 
race.” Everyone knows that wide­ 
spread publicity is given in the 
press and radio in Europe to the 
“ freedom rides" and “sit-in” dem­ 
onstrations. 
Yet who starts these things?

ings in the House of Representa­ 
tives or its committees, a position 
that Sam took rn the early days 
of the medium and one from 
wrfiich he never receded 
But the fact is that Rayburn 
never had anything against tele­ 
vision. His sole concern was for 
proper legislative procedures. In 
explaining his position, Rayburn 
never publicly stated his basic 
reason for banning the TV cam eras 
from his side of Capitol Hill. 
The real reason was that he 


wanted to protect House member* 
generally from the publicity-seek­ 
ing antics of a few who, he was 
convinced, would make all kinds 
of grandstand plays for the TV 
cameras He also wanted to pro­ 
tect House members from them­ 
selves because many, he knew, 
neither appeared Ilk. nor talked 
like the public image of a law­ 
maker. He was particularly con­ 
cerned about the impact of a 
Southern, New England or West­ 
ern accent on other regions of 
the country. 
Rayburn definitely was not op­ 
posed to television as an old fogy 
who bad not kept up with the 
times In act, he was so modem 
that he realized early in the game 
that TV' had its pitfalls, some­ 
thing the Senate did not learn 
until some time later.

The foregoing quotations come 
from the famous decision of 18% 
known as “ Plessy v. Ferguson,” 
but they are repeated this year 
by Judge Ben Cameron of the 
U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 
filing a dissenting opinion in con­ 
nection wtih a case of racial dis­ 
turbance on a bus Une in Birming­ 
ham, Alabama. It was this same 
viewpoint 
which 
the 
Supreme 
Court of the United States in 1954 
overturned, not on the basis of 
constitutional law or legal pre­ 
cedents. but by citing “ modern 
authority" — namely, 
several 
treatises on psychology and social 
science. Small wonder there are 
“extrem ists” who today form or­ 
ganizations to demonstrate against 
this form of “modernism” in the 
Federal judiciary.

moon within 60 days. Our scien­ 
tists admit privately that Russia, 
thanks to her big boosters, prob­ 
ably will succeed in this spec­ 
tacular space stunt.

If there s one sure-fire way to 
depress the hell out of yourself, 
i»'s to have lunch with a twenty- 
four-year-old 
self-made 
million­ 
aire. Fortunately, there are not 
too many. One of the most con­ 
spicuous examples of the genre 
is Jay Frankel, who made some 
of his million importing fine Rus­ 
sian movies such as “ Ballad (rf a 
Soldier” and “A Summer to Re­ 
member.” 
At the Forum the other day, he 
did what you'd imagine a twenty- 
four-year-old 
millionaire 
would 
do: rushed up. said “Hello.” and 
ask?' for a telephone and began 
dialing. “A had hit,” he said apol­ 
ogetically “You see. I was sup­ 
posed to go to Acapulco this week 
end to rest up before going off to 
Moscow but they* have a plane 
strike down there — so I’m not 
going.” 
He dialed another number, add­ 
ing gaily: “It's cold in Russia 
now 
You know, all those men 
running around with the coat col­ 
lars up’’ Everybody thinks it s 
intrigue 
Its not. 
they're just 
cold." 
* 
He hung up and explained how 
he 
got 
into the export-import 
business 
When he was still in 
prep school, he spent a summer 
on a boat and he met “ this wild 
German composer.” 
“ He didn t trust anybody, any­ 
where. He especially didn t trust 
Americans so he asked me to rep­ 
resent him here. One of the songs 
he w o te and of course had rights 
to was ‘Crazy Otto.’ It took right 
off. I used part of the money from 
‘Crazy Otto’ to buy some cartoons 
in Czechoslovakia. Bought them 
over the phone from Germany 
They were used in the first ‘Bozo 
the Clown’ series. I’ve got about 
150 ‘Nutty Squirrels’ now.” In 
case you never heard of “Bozo the 
Clown” or “Nutty Squirrel” — 
they’re TV cartoon series that 
have been dubbed into English. 
"One thing leads to another, * 
contir.ued the young capitalist. 
“ I ve bought films from Poland, 
Roumama, Yugoslavia, Czechoslo- 
slovakia—and then I started buy­ 
ing Russian films. Along about 
that time I got a call from the 
State Department. They wanted 
me 
I wasn't old enough to be 
drafted so I went to Washington 
to find out what they wanted 
“The State Department set me 
to buying Russian films and sell­ 
ing them American films in re­ 
turn. Everything we send over 
there is subject to State Depart­ 
ment approval but we've sent 
some pretty good ones — Huck­ 
leberry Finn,’ ‘Little Boy Lost,' 
‘Seven Brides for Seven-Brothers,’ 
'Gulliver's 
Travels.’ 
Ten 
good 
films had been sent to Russia be­ 
fore I got involved. One of them 
was Marty.* 
“The-e are some others I think 
would be very meaningful which 
we can’t send — you know. ‘From 
Here to Eternity,’ ‘A Streetcar 
Named Desire,’ ‘A Star Is Born.’ ” 
Mr. Frankel has been to Rus­ 
sia about twenty times. “ It’s like 
going any place twenty times for 
business. You do your work and 
then leave. There s not much to 
do. It isnt Paris.” Doing busi­ 
ness with the Russian.* isn t like 
doing business with anyone else, 
either. 


“Since Ballad of a Soldier' had 
such success and is still doing 
well and ‘Summer to Remember’ 
is so successful it has made it 
possible for us to distribute films 
over there, too. Their films were 
never distributed correctly over 
here so they didn t want ours 
over there. Now their pictures 
make money here when handled 
properly. 
‘‘We have a new film coming 
over in January called 
'Clear 
Skies.’ It’s new and different and 
anti-Stalin. My problem has been 
exploiting these because they give 
me so little to use for publicity. 
This time I was complaining to 
Davidoff. the president of Sovex- 
port again. I was telling him my 
problems — no biographies, no 
stars for interviews It was just 
about the time there was all that 
hullaballoo on Stalin s removal 
from the tomb. I met Davidoff at 
the plane and he said: ‘Look at 
all this publicity we've given you. 
We moved Stalin for you!’ Later 
I asked him if it would be possible 
for the star of the film, Urbansky, 
to come over to Dromote the film. 
He said: ‘Urbansky is busy shoot­ 
ing a film but Stalin can come.’ ” 
I asked about the movie busi­ 
ness in Russia. “They do about 
200 features a year,” he said. 
"Most of their film stars also 
work on the stage as they do in 
most 
European 
countries 
The 
Russians are great movie-goers. 
They have movie magazines hut 
not the sort we have.- They don t 
really need them because they 
don't have any trouble getting 
people to go to the movies. Tho 
Russians are also great opera- 
goers, theater-goers, and ballet- 
lovers. There is very little els* 
to do there 
"The actors are very cosmopoli­ 
tan. I ve reached the conclusion 
show people are the same there 
as anywhere Crazy, all over.”
